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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 and 4 are pending wherein claims 1 and 4 are amended and claims 2-3 
and 5-9 are canceled. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which Applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's 
amendments to claims 1 and 4. The previous rejection of claims 1 and 4 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Soyama et al. (JP 2002-012990) in view of 
Kovacs et al. (US 5,21 1 ,663) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments and 
amendment to claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 and 4 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In regards to claim 1 , the prior art fails to disclose or adequately suggest a 
stainless steel passivation treatment wherein the stainless steel member would be 
immersed in an alkaline solution having a pH of 9 to 12, comprising a pH buffer, at 40 to 
60°C while air is blown into the alkaline solution wherein the pH of the solution prevents 
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reduction in the pH caused b carbon dioxide and the stainless steel member would be 
thermally dried at 100 to 200°C. Additionally, Figure 3 of the instant specification shows 
that samples that were thermally dried at temperatures in the range of 100 to 200°C had 
an unexpectedly lower corrosion current density (Figure 3 and page 15, lines 18-25).
